upon Princes, who make their own Will and Plea- 
. fure the Rule of Government, and have oftner than 
once fent them a grazing among Béafts, as God did 
Nel uchadnezzar. 

Country-m. 1 thank you, Mafter: EF am fatisfy’d 
thofe are the Reafons why fuch Men run down the 
Power of Parliaments. But give me Leave to ask 
you an Account of the Principles of our High-fly- 
ers on that Subject ; for I tink it nec , that I 
and my good honeft Neighbours fhould know 
them, and that all the good People of the Hfland 
fhould be inform’d who they are that entertain fuch 
Principles as are deftructive of our Conftitution ;
